Group II, claims 1-4, 6, 10-1 1 and 14-15, drawn to a method comprising causing a plant 
to maintain a level of BiP greater than the endogenous level in a plant by overexpressing 
calreticulin. 

Group III, claims 1-4, 8, 10-1 1 and 14-15, drawn to a method comprising causing a plant 
to maintain a level of BiP greater than the endogenous level in a plant by modifying a signal 
transduction pathway leading to BiP induction. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The do not share a special technical feature. 

The technical feature linking the groups is a method comprising causing a plant to 
maintain a level of BiP greater than the endogenous level. This technical feature is taught by 
Crofts et al (1998, Plant Cell 10:813-823, cited in the search report), who teach plants that 
overexpress BiP (paragraph spanning pg 816-817). Thus, claim 1, among others is not novel, 
and the technical feature linking Groups I-III is not special.
